Approach to the Lenten Season 


Tomorrow is the Sunday described in 
the Christian calendar as “Septuagesima.” 
It is the third Sunday before the begin- 
ning of Lent and is followed by “Sexa- 
gesima” and Quinquagesima.” 

These unusual names are given to these 
three Sundays for this reason: 

There are exactly 50 days between 
Quinquagesima, which means fiftieth, and 
Easter Day inclusive. Septuagesima and 
Sexagesima, meaning seventieth and six- 
tieth respectively, are applied to the pre-

closest, in round figures, to the seventieth 
and sixtieth days before Easter. 

Obviously these three Sundays are not, 
strictly speaking, within the Lenten sea- 
son. Indeed, the first two are actually 
within the Christmas season which form- 
ally ends on February 2 at Candlemas or 
the feast of the Purification of the Blessed
